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LOST HUSBAND-OVER 
PUBINOFE. IRL SAYS 


Peggy Garcia, Suing Violinist 
for $500,000, Withholds 
His Name at Trial. 


By the Associated Press. ; 

NEW YORK, Feb. 18—Peggy 
Garcia, former Ziegfeld Follies girl 
from Roanoke, Va., told her story 
today in her $500,000 breach of 
promise suit against David Rubin- 
off, orchestra leader and violinist. 

Miss Garcia, who said she was 
christened Pauline Micheline Tay- 
lor and took the name of “Garcia’’ 
from a cigar band, testified that 
Rubinoff was an ardent wooer until 
June, 1933, and then became “very 
indifferent and said he’d see me 
some other time.” 

She wept as she related how she 
had lost her husband after he 
learned .of her alleged affair with 
Rubinoff. 

Her husband called her “all kinds 
of names” when he “found out 
about this mess in my life,” she told 
Supreme Court Justice Salvatore 
A. Cotillo and a jury. 

“And he took a sock at me, right 
over that.eye,” Miss Garcia. con- 
tinued, pointing to her left eye. 
This happened just two weeks after 
her marriage, she said. 

Knocked to Floor. 

The blow -knocked her to the 
floor, she testified, and her hus- 
band walked out of the room. 

“Later he returned and, said he’d 
lost his temper, as, after all, he did 
love me,” she continued.

Ed Hall, union vice-president, 
saying 10 union members were d‘s- 
charged at Flint, Mich., last night, 
and that locals at Flint, Anderson, 
Ind., Cleveland, St. Louis and Janes- 
ville, Wis., had reported that their 
members were being transferred to 
new jobs from those they held be- 
fore the strike, declared these mat- 
ters would be presented today to the 
corporation representatives. 

All Plants Operating. 

General Motors announced the re- 
sumption of work in all ofits 69 
units, although some were said to 
be operating with skeleton staffs 
until enough material are received 
to start full production. ; 

Despite the differences brough 
up yesterday and today, it was said 
the conferees were in a co-opera- 
tive mood and that the basic ques- 
tions about which the negotiations 
center—union demands unsettled in 
the strike peace agreement—are ex- 
pected to be ironed out. 

Wyndham Mortimer, first vice- 
president of the U. A. W. A,, said 
the union had assured General Mo- 
tors that a complained-of practice 
of soliciting union memberships on 
company property would be halted, 
Just before this morning’s confer- 
ence, Mortimer issued this state- 
ment: 

“The union will insist that the 
company cease enlisting regularly 
employed workers as plant guards 
in addition to their other duties, 
This practice was publicly ad- 
mitted by Mr. Knudsen (William 
S. Knudsen, General Motors execu- 
tive. vice-president) in a statement 
Wednesday night. 

“Under the guise of plant protec- 
tion, non-union workers are being 
armed with clubs and paid a pre- 
mium of an hour’s wages each day 
to intimidate union members. 

“Such a police force can have 
no other purpose and can tend only 
to inflame labor relations.” 


Flint Complaint. 
After the union charged last 


night that the Chevrolet Co. at | 


Flint “had 1000 clubs” taken into 
its No. 4 plant, Knudsen in his 
statement said that “investigation 
has disclosed that there, have been 
no cases of disturbance or attempt- 
ed intimidation; that no night sticks 
have been used, and no excess sup- 
ply will be carried.” 

Knudsen disclosed that some em- 
ployes would be given extra pay 
“to guard against possible riot,” 
working a half hour each in the 
morning and afternoon “outside the 
regular working hours.” 

At Flint, Adolph Germer, organ- 
izer for the Committee for Indus- 
trial Organization, of which the 
automobile workers’ ‘union is a 
member, charged that 10 Chevrolet 
employes had been dismissed for 
soliciting union memberships. 
__“All-of the grievances have been 
confined to the-Chevrolet division,” 
Germer said. “There has been no 
trouble or discrimination elsewhere. 
There has been discrimination 
against union men working for 
Chevrolet at Saginaw, Mich., also.”

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18-Presi- 
Gent Roosevelt recommended to 
Congress today adoption of a sys- 
tem of crop insurance to provide 
the farmer with a buffer against 
disastrous crop. failures. 

He said that such insurance 
coupled with a system of storage 
reserves for crop surpluses in good 
years “would assist in providing a 
gnore nearly even flow of farm sup- 
plies, thus stabilizing farm buying 
power and contributing to the se- 
curity of business and employment.” 

The President sent to Congress 
with his message a report of his 
special committee of Government 
officials which planned the insur- 
ance program.

Text of Message. 

The text of the President’s mes- 
sage follows: 

During the past four years the 
Government has assisted farmers 
in meeting emergencies of two dif- 
ferent types. The first was the col- 
lapse of prices resulting from huge 
surpluses for which foreign mar- 
kets had disappeared. The second 
was widespread failure of crops re- 
sulting from drouth. 

Government action helped both 
farmers and consumers. Meanwhile 
it has been shown that neither pro- 
ducers nor consumers are benefited 
by wide fluctuations in either prices 
or supplies of farm products. 

Convinced that the time has 
come to take permanent steps to 
protect farmers and consumers 
against disasters of both types, I 
appointed, on Sept. 19 last, a com- 


eral agencies and requested this 
committee to prepare a report and 
recommendations for legislation;

Would Apply It to 1988 Wheat. 


The committee has now completed 
its work and I transmit to you its 
report, entitled “Report and Recom- 
mendations of the President's Com- 
mittee on Crop Insurance.”

Beitcher, confessed “collector” for 
racketeers preying on New York 
restaurants, testified yesterday the 
gangster, Arthur (Dutch Schultz) 
Flegenheimer, later killed, was de- 
scribed to him as his “protection™ 
from both the police and other 
gangsters, 

Beitcher, who pleaded guilty of 
extortion, ., testified ainst eight 
co-defendants. He told Prosecutor 
Thomag E. Dewéy under direct. &x- 
amination: 

“They (two of, Flegenheimer’s 
associates) told me that if I ever 
got arrested never to say anything 
about collecting money and to try 
and gét in touch with the Dutch- 
man.. If anyone eVer tried to hurt 
me anytime, they said to mention 
the Dutchman's name.” 

Flegenheimer is described by the 
prosecution as the head of the 
racket until he was. shot to death 
by other gangsters. 

The prosecution rested this after- 
noon after calling 54 witnesses. The 
defense will begin presenting its 
case tomorrow. 

Beitcher, the State’s principal 
witness, was requestioned about the 
killing in 1933 of Abe Borson, an 
officer of Local 302 of the Cafeteria 
Workers’ Union.

If it 
be valid, then whenever the Con- 
gress or the Chief Executive .dis- 
agrees with an interpretation by the 
Supreme Court of a Constitutional 
provision, the same expedient. may 
be adopted for the purpose of bring- 
ing the judicial branch of the Goy- 
ernment into harmony with the 
congressional or executive view. . 

“Thus ‘the carefully wrought sys- 
tem of checks and balances would 
be ripped out of the Constitution 
and the separation of powers set 
utterly at naught. To suffer such 
consequences is to pay too high a 
price for an“interpretation of. the 
Constitution which would validate 
cHallenged legislation, no matter 
how beneficent such legislation may 


be. 

“Moreover, the supposition that 
the Courts may change their inter- 
pretation of constitutional provis- 
ions so as to sustain the exercise 
of legislative. power, because the 
Court or the Congress or the execu- 
tive deems such a change néces- 
sary in view of national needs, is 
false in theory, as it would be ruin- 
ous in practice.” 


The judicial function, the report 
explained, was simply to ascertain 
the meaning of the law, then ap- 
ply the law to the facts.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18. — Dr. 
Claudius T. Murchispn, president 
of the Cotton Textile Institute, dis- 
closed yesterday Japanese Manu- 
facturers had agreed to restrict 
their exports of cotton piece goods 
to the United States. He said it 
eliminated the necessity of congres- 
sional action to curb imports. 

The agreement limits imports 
from Japan to 155,000,000 square 
yards this year and to 100,000,000 
yards in 1938. Murchison said it 
was the first agreement negotiated 
between textile manufacturers of 
any two nations. 

“In stopping the imports at the 
present figure, we've been success- 
ful,” Murchison said. “It is hardly 
reasonable to believe protective ac- 
tion’ on the part of our own Gov- 
ernment could nave taken place 
early enough.”

WASHINGTON; Feb. 18. — The 
House Ways and Means Committee 
tentatively approved yesterday the 
price-fixing and compliance tax 
provisions of the revised Guffey- 
Vinson soft coal control bill. 

The bill is intended to replace 
legislation invalidated by the Su- 
preme Court. In place of the labor- 
regulating provisions of the voided 
statute, it would substitute simply 4 
guarantee of collective bargaining 

Price-fixing provisions constitute 
the heart of the legislation. They 
would permit the National Bitumi- 
nous Coal Commission to fix mini- 
mum prices. A. code of trade prac 
tices also is embodied in the Dill. 
Operators who failed to comply 
would be liable to a tax of 13% 
per cent on the sale price of their 
coal at the mine.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—Fran- 
cis A. Staten, Federal Communica- 
tions Commission accountant, tes-

ce of film equipment. 

Staten festified at a Commission 
hearing that the telephone com- 
pany’s film operations had been 
conducted since 1926 mostly through 
Electric Research Products, Inc. a 
subsidiary frequently called ERPI. 

The extent of the monopoly ef- 
fort, he said, was indicated by an 
investment of $35,000 in the stage 
production of Sinclair Lewis’ novel, 
“Dodsworth,” in order to “assure 
subsequent production of a motion 
picture on ERPI equipment and in 
an ERPI controlled (Paramount) 
studio.” Staten said after the hear- 
ing, however, that despite the tele- 
phone. company’s efforts, “Dods- 
worth” was filmed at another 
studio, United Artists. He said loans 
also were made to the Fox and 
Universal companies,. and claimed 
ERPI influenced various changes 
that occurred in the Fox companies. 

Once Helped William Fox. 

Prior to 1929, when William Fox 
co-operated with ERPI, it helped 
him buy the West Coast Theaters 
Co. and loaned him $15,000,000 to 
buy the voting stock of Loew’s, Inc., 
Staten asserted. When Fox with- 


-|drew his co-operation and became 


financially embarrassed during the 
stock market crash, he added, ERPI 
fostered Fox’s ouster and advanced 
funds to Harley Clarke to acquire 
control, Clarke later became unco- 
operative and ERPI’s choice, Sid- 
ney Kent, became executive head 
of the Fox Film Corporation, Staten 
said, 

To keep small independent .pro- 
ducers from using competitive 
equipment, he testified, ERPI had 
subsidiaries on both the Hast and 
West coasts which sometimes  fi- 
nanced and furnished equipment 
for the small companies. 

Position of ERPI and Bell. 

“The postion of ERPI and the 
Bell System in the motion picture 
apparatus supply market has been 
a dominant one,” he said. “Nearly 
all (over 90 per cent) of the sound 
motion picture production recorded 
for distribution in the United 
States has been produced on ERPI 
recording equipment. .. . In 1933, 
it considered its position strong 
enough to control the. motion pic- 
ture industry.” 

Staten also testified ERPI’s rela-

PRISONERS IN RUSSIA 


Ambassador Unable, So ‘Far, to 


Get Any Information on 
Why They Are ‘Held. 


By “the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, Feb. 18:—Count Fried- 
rich von der Schulenberg, German 
Ambassador to Russia, reported a 
new, unsuccessful attempt today to 
learn more about charges against 
nearly 40 Germans held in Soviet 
jails. 

The Ambassador declared he had 
made “serious. representations’ to 
N. N. Krestinsky, vice-commissar 
for foreign affairs, regarding the de- 
tention of the Germans but had ob- 
tained “no information.” 

Krestinsky promised him, Count 
von der Schulenberg said, to try to 
find out when their trials would 
be set. The German embassy hopes 
to receive an answer from the Rus- 
sian Foreign Office in a week, he re- 
ported. 

Russian secret police, meanwhile, 
will consider an additional request 
that German consuls be allowed to 
interview the prisoners, the Ambas- 
sador said.» Yon der Schulenberg 
pointed out: to Krestinsky that the 
Germans were arrested almost three 
and one-half months ago and have 
been ‘held incommunicado since. 

Some of the Germans have con- 
fessed to accusations of espionage 
and sabotage. Von der Schulen- 
berg said he was informed, but in- 
vestigation of the prisoners’ activi- 
ties has not been completed. 

Most of the prisoners are held in 
Moscow and Leningrad jails, the

In a review of decisions of the 
United States Supreme Court affect- 
ing the rights of labor, «Charlies 
Warren, author of several authori- 
tative works on the Constitution 
and the courts, has listed favorable 
decisions far outnumbering those 
considered by organized labor to 
be adverse to its interests. 

He first treated the subject at 
length in 1924 in the first edition of 
his -book, “Congress, the Consti- 
tution and the Supreme Court,” 
and brought it up to date in a re- 
vised edition issued late in 1935 
after the NRA had been held un- 
constitutional. and the Supreme 
Court had‘ been subjected to the 
attacks leading up te President 
Roosevelt’s recent revolutionary 
proposal for legislation that would 
enable him to reconstitute the 
court by appointing six new mem- 


rs. 
Decisions Adverse to Labor.

ed; and can be vested, in that 
body, only by action of the peo 
ples of three-fourths of the 
states in adopting a constitution- 
al amendment.” ®

I do not think Mr. Ernst will like 
his own proposal when he re-exam- 
ines it.

supreme as a democratic and pro- 
gressive reform.

The first amendment prevents it 
now. An editor can defy the cen- 
sor and the courts will refuse to 
let him be punished; they will, in 
other words, hold that censorship 
violates the supreme law and is, 
therefore, not a law that can be 
enforced. 

But not under Mr. Ernst’s. plan. 
Two-thirds of Congress have only 
to vote that the court is overridden 
and the defiant editor goes to jail.

But any- 
one who has studied the dictator- 
ship of Huey Long in Louisiana will 
do -well not to be too,trusting when 
the fundamental liberties of the 
people are concerned. 


As a matter of ‘fact, Mr. Ernst’s 
plan, though I am afraid he has not 
realized it, not only makes two- 
thirds of Congress supreme but de- 
prives the people of their sovereign 


Federal. system but any Constitu- 
tion whatever. For, even if the peo- 
Ple« initiated and ratified a new 
constitutional amendment, two- 
thirds of Congress would ignore it 
and do whatever it chose. ! 

I believe not only that Congress 
could but that sooner or later it 
would. For my observation tells me 
that the human craving for power 
is insatiable and that it grows by 
what it feeds upon, and I am con- 
firmed in this view by the spectacle 
of American liberals, so bent upon 
the attainment of their immediate 
ends that they are prepared to es- 
tablish a system of government in 
which all liberty and all democracy 
in America would be staked on the 
outcome of one election. 

If liberal Democrats are willing 
to do that, what in the name of the 
Great Jehovah will the enemies of 
liberty and democracy do when 
they win an election? 


I submit that the constitutional 
fathers of 1789 discerned more sure- 
ly than does Mr. Ernst the dangers 
and difficulties of democracy today. 
The doctrine of the supremacy of 
the legislature, which Mr. Ernst ad- 
vocates and they rejected, is a 
greater peril to democracy today 
than it was in 1789. They knew 
what demagogues had done to the 
republics of the ancient world. But 
they had not seen the new dema- 
goguery, based on the radio and 
the press and other modern instru- 
ments of propaganda. We have 
seen that in our own time. 

We have seen majorities elected 
in moments of hysteria and crisis 
who voted away their rights; we 
have seen democracies commit sui- 
cide by the acts of their representa- 
tives, and we have seen the result 
ratified by manufactured plebiscites. 

And so I say that those who 
would make the legislature su- 
preme in order to achieve social 
legislation in a hurry are burning 
down the barn to roast the pig. 
Surely it is unnecessary to do this.

Anthropolo , Professor of an- 
thropology at Harvard and a lead- 
ing authority on human evolution, 
declared man is declining physically 
and mentally and poked fun at his 
institutions and philosophy as he 
discoursed on his selected theme, 
“Apology for Man.” 

“A critic who had surveyed the 
great advances which man has 
made in his material culture,” Dr. 
Hooton said, “might examine with 
high expectation the extent to 
which man has applied his intelli- 
g¢ice to the improvement of his 
health and biological status. 

The Durable Females. 

“Actually, man’s ignorance of his 
own anatomy and physiology and of 
the pathological agents that invade 
his organism hag been so crass that 
medical skill has been a negligible 
factor in.the increase of human 
populations up to the last century.” 

“Now, however, advance in medi- 
cal knowledge, together with public 
hygiene and sanitation,: have radi- 
cally reduced the mortality at the 
beginning of the life span and lit- 
erally taken the graves from under 
the feet of the ageing. In the United 
States the death rate of males born 
alive during the first year has been 
reduced from 12.7 per cent to 6.2 
per cent in 30 years, and the expec- 
tation of life has increased from 
48 to 59 years in males and from 51 
to 63 years in females. 

“Short of homicide,” Dr. Hooton 
added, much to the pleasure of 
those who had entered the life in- 
surance field after leaving the Har- 
vard yard, “a man has practically 
no chance of outliving his wife; 
females, after attaining a certain 
age, become almost immortal.” 

World of Old and Young. 

Such preservation and prolonga- 
tion of life, Dr. Hooton continued, 
has increased the proportion among 
the population of the constitution- 
ally inferior, making for a world 
peopled increasingly with the im- 
mature and the senile. 

“It is unfortunately true,” he 
went on, “that we have succeeded 
all too well in keeping the engine 
running, but we have been quite 
unable to repair the steering gear. 
Since the immature are not granted 
a voice in the Government and the 
decrepit are not denied it, we may 
expect ever-increasing. social ruc- 
tions as a result of senile decay 
dominating dementia praecox in a 
world of diminishing intelligence.”

Theirs Submitted Among 41,406 
Others on Subject of “Snow 
on the Farm.” 
By the Arsociated Press. 

TOKIO, Feb. 18.—Japanese poets, 
including the Emperor and Em- 
press, submitted 41,496 poems on 
“snow on the farm” in the Imperial 
family’s contest, conducted annually 
to- herald the approach of winter. 

Emperor Hirohito rates seven of 
them as “excellent” and had them 
chanted, with the Imperial contri- 
butions, by court poets. 

The Emperor’s poem, translated, 
reads: 

In the teeth of the snow falling 
thick and fast, 

Lo! The farmer is working on the 
farm, hard and untiring. 
Ifeel for him, deeply and pro- 

foundly. 

The Empress’ offering, translated, 


was: 

This autumn’s hagvest must surely 
be rich, 

The snow, foretelling a bumper 
harvest, 

Has turned the countryside to 
silvery white. 


M. E. COMMISSION SUPPORTS 
MANDATORY EMBARGO BILLS 


Also Announces Support of Pro- 
posal for “Cash and Carry” Deal- 
ings With Belligerents. 

By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 18—The Gen- 
eral Conference Commission on 
World Peace of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church announced today sup- 
port of congressional proposals for 
mandatory embargoes on war ma- 
terials and a “cash and carry” pol- 
icy in dealing with belligerents. 

The commission, in telegrams to 
congressional] leaders, urged adop- 
tion of the Clark-Nye Senate bill, 
and the Kopplemann and Voorhis 
House bills. 

The Kopplemann-Voorhis bill 
would require a combatant nation 
to arrange its own shipment of 
any materials purchased from the 
United States and would establish 
a C. O, D. basis for such transac- 
tions.

However, 
from 1885, the decisions declaring 
acts unconstitutional have fallen 
from the Federal courts as rain- 
drops. With this deluge, the re- 
quirement of unconstitutionality 
beyond a reasonable doubt, and the 
restriction against judicial law 
making have taken their place with 
the dodo bird among the things 
that were, but are not. 
Reasonable doubt is. no unfa- 


_|Miliar term. In criminal cases if 


only one of the 12 jurors remain un- 
convinced to this high degree, the 
deferidant is never convicted. What 
shall we say of the verdict of five 
men, well learned in the law and 
true, who declare a legislative act 
unconstitutional beyond a reason- 
able doubt, while four colleagues 
equally learned, reading the same 
brief and hearing «he same argu- 
ment, are equally sure that the law 
is constitutional. The answer is too 
obvious for argument. 
Majority Opinion Followed. 

The courts are not adhering to 
their own rules of the game. They 
are declaring acts unconstitutional 


-)} Because in the opinion o* the ma- 


jority. of the court some particular 


ple: New York recently passed a 
law fixing a minimum milk’ price. 
The Supreme Court by: a.-five to 
four, decision declared that law 
constitutional. It protetted the 
owners of property from price cut- 
ting. 
fixing a minimum ‘wage for women, 
the same court by a five to four 
decision declared that law unconsti- 
tutional. The obvious distinction 
being, that price cutting on the 
property market is against the gen- 
eral welfare, while price cutting on 
the labor market -.dvances the gen- 
eral welfare. 

One Justice changed from one 
side to the other in these two dif- 
ferent cases, and was certain in one 
case that the law was constitution- 
al, and certain beyond a reasonable 
doubt in the other case that it was 
not constitutional. To say that such 
decisions have even a distant,con- 
nection with any principle or rea- 
sonable doubt as recognized in the 
law is simply ludicrous. 

The decisions are full of state- 
ments to this effect by eminent 
Judges themselves. Justice Bran- 
deis dissenting from a decision de- 
claring a state law regulating the 
weight of bread unconstitutional, 
declared that decision to be “an 
exercise of the powers of a super- 
legislature, not ths performance of 
the constitutional function of ju- 
dicial review.” 

. Justice» Harlan in the Standard 
Oil case declared, “in short, the 
court now by judicial legislation, in 
effect amends an act of Congress.” 

Opinions of Other Justices. 

Justice Holmes in the child labor 
éase declared that the court had en- 
tered a field reserved for the con- 
sideration of Congress alone, and 


|| had repudiated its repeated declara- 


tions against law making. 

Justice Harlan again, in the in- 
come tax cases, declared that de- 
cision to be an effort of “the ju- 
diciary to supervise ‘the actions of 
the Tegislative branch upon ques- 
tions of public policy.” 

Justice Moody in the’ employer 
liability cases says, “legislators have 
their own economic theories, their 
views of justice and public policy, 
and their views when embodied in 
written law must prevail.” 

Justice Stone in the recent AAA 
decision, says “the suggestion that 
the power of Congress to levy taxes 
must now be curtailed because it 
may be abused by unwise use, hard- 
ly rises to the dignity of argument. 
Such suppositions are addressed to 
the mind accustomed to believe that 
it is the bue!ness of the courts to. 
sit in judgment on the wisdom of 
legislative action.” 

The number of such indictments 
against the Supreme Court by its 
own members’ could be multiplied, 
but they are well summarized in 
the remarks of Chief Justice 
Hughes when Governor of New 
York, “the United States is governed 
bya Constitution. The Constitu-

DR. JOHNS. YOUNG'S WIFE SUES 
FOR DIVORCE, CUSTODY OF CHILD 


Charges X-Ray Specialist With In- 
dignities; Says He Failed to 
Visit Her in Hospital. 

Suit for divorce was filed at Clay- 
ton today by Mrs. Constance L. 
Young, 7526 Wydown boulevard, 
Clayton, against Dr. John 8. Young, 
X-Ray specialist, 4390 Lindell boule- 
vard. 

They were married Jah: 6, 1920, 
and separated last July, according 
to the petition, which charged gen-

The powers of the Federal Gov- 
ernment have also expanded under 
this personal Constitution. Here it 
has almost unlimited power in its 
control over interstate commerce. 
frauds, em- 
ployes’ compensation, prison-made 
goods, intoxicating liquors and stol- 
en automobiles. In fact, whenever 
property interests have not object- 
ed, the Federal Government has 
been permitted to exclude from in- 
terstate commerce all commodities 
produced, transported or sold con- 
trary to public polic;. 

Issue Is “Two” Constitutions. 

The present issue between our 
legislative and judicial branches 
which has caused all this commo- 
tion, is simply whether our prop- 
erty or, our personal Constitution 
shall prevail. 

Congress has chosen. the personal 
Constitution, under’ which ‘every 
provision of New Deal legislation 
excepting possibly delegated powers, 
was based-on adequate authority. 
Prior to the final Supreme Court 
décision, these New Deal laws were 
sustained by Federal, District and 
Circuit Courts about as often as 
they were rejected. For example, 
the lower courts rendered 23 de- 
cisions for the NRA and 25 against. 
In wrecking the congressional pro- 
gram, our Supreme Court adhered 
to the property Constitution, which 
it alone had created. 
Every American has more than 
ample reason to be proud of our 
Supreme Court. Almost without ex- 
ception it has been composed of the 
finest lawyers, and the best citizens 
we can produce. Its interpretive 
decisions equal those of any tribunal 
in the world. However, when Judges 
embark on law making, no matter 
how profound their learning, oF 
how unselfish their motives, they 
become as other law makers, 
swayed by political prejudice and 
controlled by those basic emotions 
which arise out of heredity and en- 
vironment. 

Now what does the good old Con- 
stitution, the real one, provide for 
our present condition of govern-

Clear Soup Has Little Actual 
Food Value as Compared 
With Thicker Kind. 


Can you think of a more pleas- 
ant way to aid digestion than by 
grinking @ cup of clear, hot con- 


igomme, lamb broth or bouillon? It 


seems impossible to find a. more 
pleasant way tc help regular body 
activities. Even though these clear 
soups have very little actual food 
value, they are stimulating and de- 
ticious, so they are given a promi- 
pent place in modern menus. They 
gre given even more attention -in 
the reducing diet, for a person who 
is reducing may drink as much 
clear soup as he desires without 
any effect on his rate of reduc- 
tion. 

There is a Slight difference be- 
tween bouillon and. consomme 
which is nice to --now. Since bouil- 
ion is always served clear, it is 
made from lean beef with some 
fat, while consomme may be made 
from a combination of meats, fat 
gnd bone.. It is more difficult to 
elear a soup which has been made 
from meat and bone than from 
meat alone. In the case of the con- 
gomme, it makes little difference, 
for this type of soup is usually 
served with diced vegetables. 

Less Tender Cuts Used. ‘' 

The less tender cuts of meat 
should be used for soup-making. 
They are every bit as flavorful as 
the more tender cuts. For the best 
results two-thirds of the cut should 
be meat and the other one-third 
fat and bone. If the meat is cut

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i Text of Bar Report on Supreme Court Scheme 


‘EXT .oj the-report-of the 8t. Louis Bar Ass 
Amendment of the Laws, opposing President Roosevelt's plan for 
changing the Supreme Court, which was adopted by the association last 
night by a vote of 282 to 14, follows: 


The recently proposed legislation 
relating. to the Federal Judiciary, 


‘as incorporated in the bill attached. 


to. the President's message to the 
Congress, provides, among other 
things: | 
41. That when a Federal Judge 
who has attained the age of 70 
years and has held a commission 
as a Judge of any Federal Court 
for 10 yéars, does not resign or 
retire within’ six months there- 
after, an additional Judge shall 
be appointed to the court: of 
- which- he-is-a member—this pro- 


vision not to apply, however, to 
those judgeships as to which it 
has been directed by the Congress 
that vacancies shall not be filled. 

2. That no judge shall be ap- 
pointed under the above-stated 
provision if such appointment 
would result in (1) more than 15 
members of the Supreme Court of 
the United States, (2) more than 
two additional members of a Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals, the Court 
of Claims, the United States 
Court of Customs and Patent Ap- 
peals, or the Customs Court, or 
(3) more than twice the number 
of judges now authorized for any 
district or, in the case of judges 
appointed for more than one dis- 
trict, for any such group of dis- - 
tricts. 

3. That two-thirds of the num- 
ber of judges of the Supreme 
Court and three-fifths of the num- 
ber of judges of other named 
courts shall constitute a quorum 
of such court. 


Application to Supreme Court. 
At the outset, the members of 
the committee desire to say that 
the observations made and views 
expressed in this report relate sole- 
ly to the bill in question and the 
effect of it, and should not be con- 
. gtrued as relating to any other mat- 
ter or as expressions of opinion 
outside of the limits thus set. 
In attempting to appraise this 
bill we shall limit our discussion 
to its effect as applied to the Su- 
preme Court of the United States. 
If it be asked why the discussion 
of the bill should be limited to its 
effect upon that Court, since its 
provisions apply to all of the Fed- 
eral Courts—and that question has 
been asked in public debate on the 
subject—we answer: 

(1) Because the Supreme Court 
is our highest and most import- 
ant Court and, therefore, it is ap- 
propriate that the effect of the 
proposed enactments upon that 
Court should be treated as of first 
importance. 


(2) Because it happens that, of 
all the Judges now serving in the 
Federal Courts throughout the 
country who have attained the 
age of 70 years (25, in number, of 
a total of 237) six are members 
of the Supreme Court of the Unit- 
ea States: two-thirds, in number, 
of the entire membership of that 
Court. 


(3) Because the Supreme Court 
is the final arbiter of constitu- 
tional questions vitally involved 
with the welfare of the nation; 
and one of the arguments made 
in advocacy of the proposed leg- 
islation had to do with that im- 
portant judicial function. 


Arguments Analyzed. 


One of the factual premises of 
the bill, stressed by its advocates, 
is that the number of Federal 
Judges is insufficient to deal ex- 
peditiously with the volume of liti- 
gation before them, in csohsequence 
of which court dockets are congest- 
ed and there is baneful delay in the 
administration of justice. As ap- 
plied to the Supreme Court that 
premise is without support in fact. 
Indeed, the evidence is pointedly to 
the contrary. It has been repeat- 
edly pointed out, in. the course of 
public discussion of this bill, that 
in the last year for which the rec- 
ords have been analyzed that Court 
disposed of more cases than in any 
previous year of its existence, ex- 
cept one, and that the Court is so 
far up with its work that a case 
which has come to it by the begin- 
tring of a term can be reached for 
determination and disposed of at 
that same term, provided, of course, 
the parties are ready to argue and 
submit it. 

It ‘is true that suits involving 
challenges, from a constitutional 
standpoint of legislation enacted 
within recent years have occa- 
sionally remained undetermined 
for a considerable time, leaving 


a 


doubt in the meantime of the va- 
lidity of the measure; but the re- 
sponsibility in. those few instances 
may not be laid at the door of the 
Court. It rests upon the parties to 
such suits—in at least: one well- 
known instance upon. officers of 
the Government itself, who were 
able to and did defer the presenta- 
tion to the Court of the constitu- 
tional questions, raised with respect 
to the legislation involved, by dis- 
missing the suit wherein the ques- 
‘tions had been raised. 


Denials of Beview Explained. 


The fact has = cited that a 
large number of the petitions for 
review, presented to the Court, have 
been denied; in fact, that of 867 
such petitions presented during the 
fiscal year just prior to the pro- 
posal of this legislation, the,@ourt 
declined to hear 717 of the cases 
of which it was thus requested to 
take jurisdiction. But the impres- 
sion which that statement is cal- 
culated to create is based upon a 
false assumption as to the function 
which the Court exercises in that 
regard. In such cases the Court 
merely determines whether or not 
the suit which it is asked to con- 
sider (a suit in which the parties 
have already had the benefit of an 
appeal in another court) presents a 
justiciable question of such im- 
portance and public concern as to 
call for the interposition of the Su- 
preme Court in the exercise of the 
special function which it is intend- 
ed to perform. 

The function of the Supreme 
Court is not that of a final arbiter 
of all disputes involving merely pri- 
vate rights. It is not set up, and 
was never intended, as a Court of 
general appeal. 


Function of the Court. 


Its function is a special and lim- 
ited one, designed to resolve dif- 
ferences resulting from disparate 
pronouncements of lower Federal 
Courts, to act as the ultimate inter- 
preter of the charfer of government 
which is our Constitution, and, by 
its decisions, to provide a sure 
guide, with respect to constitution- 
al questions, for the exercise of 
powers and rights, and compliance 
with the co-relative duties, of which 
that instrument is the source. If 
the Court should comply with all 
of the requests for review present- 
ed in such petitions, or even a sub- 
stantial proportion of them, it 
would spend its time, largely, in the 
work of passing upon disputed in- 
terpretations of fact, of interest to 
the litigants and to no one else, and 
in merely repetitious enounce- 
ments of settled principles of law. 

It is proper, indeed, that private 
and governmental litigants should 
have free access to the Court by 
petition for review to the end that, 
when there is lodged in a suit a 
question which should, in the public 
interest, be determined by the Su- 
preme Court, that Court shall take 
the case and decide it; but it is 
equally proper—and necessary -- 
that the Court should not accept 
jurisdiction of such cases in whole- 
sale numbers and should exercise 
that discriminating judgment which 
an efficient compliance with its 
duties requires,’in permitting such 
cases. to come before it. Hence 
the fact that, in the fiscal year re- 
ferred to, the Court denied 717 of 
867 petitions for review, presented 
to it, cannot justly be ascribed to 
“the sheer necessity of keeping up 
with its business.” It evidences, 
rather, a consistent adherence to 
the performance of the function for 
which the Court exists. 


“Young Blood” and Static Judiciary 
Secondly, it is stated by advocates 
of the bilt that some Judges, by 
reason of age, are no longer capable 
of performing efficiently the duties 
of their offices and that such a 
condition tends toward a “static 
judiciary.” “A constant and sys- 
tematic addition of younger blood,” 
it is said, “will vitalize the Courts 
and better equip them to recog- 
hize and apply the essential con- 
cepts of justice in the light of the 
needs and the facts of an. ever 
changing world.” Again, as to the 
Supreme Court, there is no evidenée 
that efficiency in the disposition of 
cases is impaired because of the 
age of the Justices. Neither does 
it appear that the concepts of jus- 
tice held by the incumbents or their 
views of the needs and facts of an 
ever changing world are in any de- 
gree associated with their ages. In- 
sofar as a metaphysical matter of 
that sort is susceptible of appraisal 
and of association with purely phy- 
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that in public debate upon the sub- 
ject it has constituted the chief 
point of discussion. 

In a radio address which was 
broadcast f coast to coast on 
Sunday, Feb. 14, the Attorney-Gen- 
eral of the United States, advocat- 
ing passage of the bill, said: 

“That the freedom of our peo- 
ple to direct their own destiny has 
been hampered, especially of late, 
by judicial action is scarcely 
open to debate. These limita- 
tions upon congressional power 
have brought into challenge a 
wide range of projects and meas- 
ures overwhelmingly approved by 
our people, 

“To infer that our institutions 
are not capable of serving our 
needs implies an admission we 
should be reluctant to make. 
Questions of vast significance 
are moving to their solution. The 
problems of America are insist- 
ent.” 

In the same connection he quot- 
ed from the message delivered to 
Congress by the President in Janu- 
ary of this year, as follows: 

“With a better understanding 
of our purposes and a more intel- 
ligent recognition of our needs as 
a nation, it is not to be assumed 
that there will be prolonged fail-. 
ure to bring legislative and judi- 
cial action into closer harmony. 

. Means must be found to adapt 
our legal forms and our judicial 
interpretation to the actual pres- 
ent national needs of the largest 
progressive ~democracy in the 
modern world.” 

And, later in his address; the At- 
torney-General, answering objec- 
tions which had been made to the 
bill, said: 

“What then is the réal objec- 
tion? It is simply this: Those 
who wish to preserve the status 
quo want to retain on the bench 
judges who may be relied upon to 
veto progressive measures. 

Thereby clearly implying that one 
of the consequences of the enact- 
ment of the bill would be to place 
on the bench Judges who might be 
expected to take-a contrary view as 
to the measures so described, 

We are not here coféerned with 
the merits or demerits of the leg- 
islative measures so referred to, 
We are deeply concerned with the 
assumed propriety of an attempt 
to bring about a particular inter- 
pretation of constitutional powers 
and limitations by the expedient 
of supplanting present members of 
the Court or, if they decline to re- 
tire-adding to the Court’s member- 
ship. The theory thrusts at the 
vitals of constitutional government. 
If it be valid, then whenever the 
Congress or the chief executive 
disagrees with an interpretation, 
by the Supreme Court, of a consti- 
tutional provision, the same expedi- 
ent may be adopted for the purpose 
of bringing the judicial branch of 
the Government into harmony with

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The Causes 


Of Neuralgia. 
| And Myalgia 


Former Pain Due to Nerve 
Irritation, Latter Muscle— 
~ Forms of Relief

OU hear it called by different 
Y names—myaigia, neuralgia, sci- 
atica, sciatic rheumatism, etc. 


during the wet, cold weather of 


The nerve most frequently in- 
volved ig the sciatic nerve which 
arises low down in the spinal cord 
and follows a course down the back 
of the leg. Such neuralgias are 
named after the nerve involved, 
aciatica, Sciatic rheumatism, a term 
often employed by laymen, has no 
standing in court. 
Other nerves which become in- 
volyed in the same way are those 
of the shoulder, especially over the 
cap of the shoulder and down the 
arm. Of equal frequency are the 
intercostal muscles which follow 
the course of the ribs. The back 
pains usually called lumbago may 
be of this character, although lum- 
bago is of a sufficiently complex 
character that we had better re- 
serve it for especial consideration. 
All of these conditions have much 
the same origin. Why one nerve 
in one person should respond and 
another in another is not é¢asy to 
explain. Cold, as has been said, is 
a contributing cause, but it usually 
works with something inside the 
body. Such constitutional causes 
as diabetes and ‘the gouty diathesis 
can work the mischief and initiate 
the trouble. Alcohol can cause a 
neuritis. 

» 


HE underlying cause most fre- 
quently accused in some form of 
focal infection—infection of the 
tonsils, teeth or other organs. Un- 
doubtedly . infection operating in 
these places causes inflammation 
of nerves and muscles, and un- 
doubtedly they should receive at- 
tention, but it should be warned 
that patients are frequently disap- 
pointed because prompt results are 
not obtained. Then these organs 
are removed on what often appears 
as slight evidence of infection. It 
doesn’t do any real harm to have 
the tonsils out, but teeth can ill be 
spared from an adult head, and I 
would want very convincing evi- 
dence of guilt before consenting to 
removal of those in key positions. 
There are may people who have 
had five or 10 suspicious looking 
teeth pulled and still had the sci- 
atica or neuralgia continue for 
several weeks or months, and even 
return year after year. With a 
clear case of involvement estab- 
lished, however, it should always 
be done and, often enough, gives 
prompt relief. 

Dietary habits are seldom the 
cause, and removing meat from the 
diet is certainly not likely to do 
any good. Nor are drugs of any 
great value—the simplest and most 
familiar, such as aspirin, are the 
best. The use of heat in any form 
affords more relief than 

else. Rest is important and neg- 
lected—rest even to the point of

Life will hurt a child. -It always 
does. The price of wisdom ig pain, 
but a .pain that is endurable, 
scarcely felt, in the triumph of 
mastery. It is not possible to 
shield a child from the shocks and 
bruises of the world. They are cer- 
tain to come. The child who has 
been shielded and protected from 
them in the Safety of his home 
must go out among his fellows 
some day. What is he to do when 
they gather around him to see what 
sort of person he is? If he cannot 
stand up and look them in the eyes 
and say, “Hullo, yourself,” /he is 
going to be pushed against the 
nearest wall, cuffed and shoved un- 
til he is rescued and isolated once 
more. He will have to suffer daily 
until he learns to adjust himself to 
the other children, to their, ways 
and their wills. Better to have 
helped him to make those adjust- 
ments while he wis a beginner. Six 
years is a long span of life, and 
much has gone on in the making 
of a child during that time, much 
that will stay with him a long, long

Sometimes we have to 
separate them for a longer time, 
maybe half q day, or a whole day, 
to. teach them what loneliness is, 
but complete isolation is not the 
answer unless one of them is 
mentally defective. The healthy 
child \will learn to hold his own, 
learn to adjust hi to other 
children, play well with them, with- 
out coming to harm. 

Education is a ‘process that 
teaches men to live peaceably with 
each other, to work harmoniously, 
co-operate cheerfully. That educa- 
tion begins with the 2-year-olds and 
continues down to old age. The 
beginning is highly important.

Through six generations he served 
the family of Mrs. Herman A. Jen- 
sen, at whose home, 4130 Lafayette 


and nursed at the last. Through six 
generations the family of Mrs. Jen- 
sen had been faithful to as well as 
dependent upon George. This is 
not the least extraordinary feature 
of the story. Back in the old days 
when there was plenty of room, if 
not in “the house,” in surrounding 
servants: quarters, and plenty of 
work to be done on a plantation, it 
was easy empugh to provide for 
innumerable retainers, but reduced 
to a small flat where a servant is 
more of less of a supernumerary at 
best, and when old and helpless and 
black, having to be nursed, bathed 
and fed by white hands, that is 
something different. 

“But he deserved it,” said Mrs. 
Jensen with large brown eyes sus- 
piciously moist as she recalled fam- 
ily history and vicissitudes in which 
George had shared since back be 
fore Civil War days. 

“My grandmother An Buchon was 
an invalid for 10 years and Georgs 
not only waited on hef faithfully, 
doing everything a’ high-priced 
nurse would do these days, but took 
entire care of her six children as 
well,” related Mrs. Jensen. “He 
taught my mother to walk, not once 
but twice. With typhoid fever my 
mother forgot how to walk. George, 
by a ruse, giving her first a strong 
stick to lean upon, then smaller and 
smaller ones, until at last she was 
depending on just a straw, helped 
her regain confidence. 

“He taught the children to say 
their prayers and took pride in 
their bringing up. Never a word of 
Slang or an act of bad manners 
would he tolerate. He ‘was known 
in the community around French 
Village ag ‘the shepherd of the 
flock’ ag he always had a flock of 
children about him even as he 
worked. As grandchildren came on 
he assumed the same duties toward 
them. When hig daily work was 
done, he would gather us about 
him and.tell us stories. by the hour, 
like “Uncle “Remus: He” Hever 
learned to read and write, though 
he could converse in German and 
French learned from the early set- 
tlers. He was an unreconstructed 
Negro and always said Negroes 
never should have been freed. He 
had nothing but scorn for the pres- 
ent generation of ‘upstarts,’ as he 
called them, among his race. 

“He remembered many tales told 
him by contemporaries of Lincoln, 
all prejudicial to the Emancipator. 
A political race according to his 
confused idea was always a foot 
race. He had his own version of 
the way Lincoln got into the White 
House. It was because he was long- 
er legged than the man he 
against, and a little smarter.

Pre-Civil War Slave Who Disdained Free- 
dom, the Late George Washington 
Brooks, of St. Louis, Was Loyal Friend 
as Well as Paid. Servant of His ‘White 
Folks" tor 85 Years. |

“Junior” Jensen, who was pres- 
ent, also remembered remarkable 
tales with’ which George had 
regaled him, about Indians, ani- 
mais, hunting’ and fi-“ing experi- 
ences. “About Indian John,” he 
recalled, “who was a bad iIn- 
dian and a slick one. How he 
kept the folks so busy while he 
was making away with a suckling 
pig off the table, they didn’t notice 
the squaws had gone upstairs and 
were ransacking the bedrooms. 
Just in time it was discovered they 
were about to remove a California 
Rose quilt from a frame where it 
was being quilted. He told how the 
squaws, when they were run out 
of the house, went into the road 
and tried to draw a picture in the 
dust of the bright pattern of the 
quilt they had seen. 

“His idea of a funny story was 
.2out the time one of Diane’s chil- 
dren fell into the soap kettle. Rang- 
ing in size like stairsteps they were 
playing leapfrog over the boiling 
kettle, The littlest one couldn’t 
quite make the leap and fell in. 
Diane fished with the paddle in the 
slimy mixture of grease, lye and 
ashes but everything was so slick, 
it was entirely too late when at 
last a clean white skeleton was 
tossed out. Diane had so many 
children, one couldn't be missed 
very much, so next Sunday when 
people commented on how extra 
nice their dresses looked, they said 
with pride, they ought to.

“George didn’t have much use 
for Diane anyway,” Mrs. Jensen 
went on. “She belonged to the Les 
family, a mile down the highway 
and when Diane heard of the 
Emancipation Proclamation she 
lined up all the Negroes, marched 
them into the mansion house’and 
seated them at the dining table. 
The Lee men were all away at the 
war, of course, and Diane threat- 
ened the Lee women with violence 
if they didn’t serve the Negroes. 
She told them she was tired of 
serving, that now she would be 
mistress and the whites should 
serve her. George certainly didn't 
approve of Diane.

to the old plantation,” con- 
**" tinued Junior, “he’d point 
from a distance at a limeston bluff 
over which a horse thief was once 
hanged, but he wouldn’t go near i. 
A black stain on the stone he said 
was blood and on dark windy nights 
you could hear wailing from that di- 
rection. He’d gather calamas root 
for ‘winter sickness’ ag he called 
pneumonia, herbs for ‘water sick- 
ness’ or typhoid, bloodroot for the 
misery and buckeyes to ward off 
evil, also to make salye for sores.” 

Junior, though 15 years old, was 
always “the baby” to George, to be 


surprised with an orange or an 
apple or a bag of candy whenever 
he went out to the store. 

George was reared in “the house 
as distinguished from the cabina. 

He was born in 
the household of Capt. James 
Brooks of Brooks Place on the 
Isle-Au-Bois Creek in Jefferson 
County, Brooks Place, a mansion 
copied after Mount Vernon, now «

HEN the family came to St 

Louis, to buy household sup- 

plies, it was the custom of Mrs. 
Brooks to take one of the slave 
boys along to carry bundles, usually 
George or his brother, Dib. On one 
of these trips, while Mrs. Brooks 
was in a store, she heard Dib 
scream, ran out and saw a thief 
had grabbed him and was dragging 
him toward the river. She ran aft- 
er them, crying, “Stop thief!” at- 
tracting so much attention the thief 
dropped Dib and escaped. This was 
at a time when patrols were estab- 
lished in Missouri to prevent the 
stealing of slaves and selling them 
down the river. On another trip 
Dib disappeared, never to be heard 
of again, and it was supposed the 
thief waylaid him and this time ac- 
complished his purpose. 

In 1860 George was given by Mrs. 
Brooks to her daughter as a wed- 
ding present when she married 
Ferdinand Au Buchon, a merchant 
at French Village. It was with this 
family, Mrs. Jensen’s grandparents, 
George had his greatest tests of de- 
votion, service and sometimes-quick 
thinking. 

When the Emancipation Procla- 
mation was published, the border 
war was so severe in Southeast Mis- 
souri and prejudice ran so high, the 
Au Buchons were afraid to keep 
George at French Village, so he was 
returned to Brooks Place. How- 
ever, the following morning when 
they opened the kitchen door, there 
was George curled up on the door- 
step. He refused to leave and re- 
mained from then on on as a paid 
servant. 

On one occasion it was necessary 
to send $1000 in gold coins from 
French Village to Brooks Place. 
The woods were full of guerilla sol- 
diers and no one cared to venture 
on an errand so fraught with dan- 
ger. George, although he was only 
9 years old, volunteered to do it. 
The gold was concealed in his boots. 
He made the trip through. the 
woods at night and reached Brooks 
Place at sunrise. The,house was 
guarded against bushwackers and 
when he rode up he was mistaken 
for one and almost fired upon be- 
fore James Brooks recognized the 
horse he was riding. 

This trip wasn’t as scary to a 
little Negro boy, George always said, 
as one night. when he was minding 
a baby, waking from his bed on the 
floor to rock the cradle whenever 
the baby cried and the fire got low 
and he had to go to the woodpile 
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to replenish it, It was a black, black 
night but there behind the woodpile 
two enormous eyes gleamed at him, 
getting bigger and bigger as he 
crawled up. Then screaming, “Too- 
whoot, too-whoo’ whatever it was 
flapped away on enormous wings. 

“When he was a young boy he 
saved the life of my Great-aunt 
Catherine Meade,” Mrs, Jensen was 
reminded. “He was rocking her in 
her cradle when her older brother 
came in from hunting and stood 
his gun in the corner. George saw 
it slipping but couldn’t reach it, so 
he grabbed up the baby just before 
the gun struck and went off, filling 
the cradle full of buckshot.”
